It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965,  which 
includes  sections  kindly  supplied  by  the  S-urveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector, 

From  a study  of  the  statistics  for  the  area  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  estimated  resident  population  has 
remained  the  same,  1,018,  but  that  the  number  of  inhabited 
dwellings  ha.s  increased  from  1,^56  in  196^  to  1,503  in  1965, 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  V7as  34,  representing  a standardised  live  kirth  rate  of 
16,0,  which  figure  is  a little  lower  than  that  for  the 
previous  yea.r  and  2,0  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole , 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  standardised  death 
rate  for  the  district  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  and 
the  figure  of  13.0  per  1,000  resident  popula-tion  is  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (ll,5). 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  I965  was  10.0  per  1,000 
live  births  and  is  below  that  for  the  country  as  a v/hole.  (19. 0) 

All  7 cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  measles. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of 
the  Council  and  the  Staff  for  their  continued  interest  and 
co-operation  which  they  have  extended  to  me  during  the  year.

Of  the  whole  pop.uLation  residing  in  the  Urban  D - strict  101 
died,  (49  males  and  52  females).  This  represents  a corrected  death 
rate  of  27,0  but  which  when  allowance  for  age  and  sex  distribution  has 
been  made  represents  a "standardised"  death  rate  of  13.0,  This  rate  is 
higher  than  that  of  England  and  Rales  as  a whole  (11,5).

Sev:erage  for  disposal  is  discharged  into  the  sea  between 
one  hour  after  high  water  and  one  hour  before  low  water,  the 
sewer  outfall  valve  being  operated  electrically  to  maintain  these 
conditions.  No  problems  or  difficulties  were  experienced. 

15,  House  Refuse, 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  premises 
within  the  area,  additional  collections  being  made  from  certain 
trade  premises,  a service  for  which  a special  charge  is  made. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip  at  South 
Eaiq  Road  and  this  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year 
with  adequate  covering  material  being  available  from  various 
sources. 

16,  Housing, 

During  the  year,  27  new  houses  have  been  erected  by 
private  enterprise  within  the  District,  The  balance  of  27  houses 
at  Shortwood  Close,  constructed  by  the  Council  for  sale  to  private 
persons,  were  completed  and  occupied. 

No  council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  but 
work  on  6 flats  at  Chapel  Street  was  commenced  and  it  is  expected 
that  these  properties  will  be  ready  for  occupation  by  March,  1966. 

Excluding  these  properties  the  Council  now  own  251  houses 
as  against  256  reported  in  1964-,  The  reason  for  this  smell 
decrease  is  that  adjustments  have  now  been  made  for  the  sale  of  some 
properties  to  sitting  tenants  over  recent  years. 

A total  of  4-66  defects  were  dealt  with  by  direct 
labour  during  the  year.
